Physicians 
differ on 
euthanasia

LA JOLLA — Speakers attacked, 
defended and proposed an alternative to 
the Humane and Dignified Death Act at 
Veterans Administration Hospital March 
3 at the first quarterly program of the 
recently formed San Diego Countywide 
Biomedical Ethics Network. 


The discussion drew over 60 
representatives of local health care 
centers. 


Dr. Kevin Glynn, a Mercy Hospital 
physician and an organizer of the ethics 
network, said the proposed ‘‘initiative is a 
backlash against the ‘idolatry of 
technology.’’ He distinguished between 
passive euthanasia, the refusal to use 
intrusive life-sustaining procedures, and 
active euthanasia, causing death through 
injections of drugs. 

Sponsored by Americans Against 
Human Suffering, the political arm of the 
Hemlock Society, the death act will 
qualify as an initiative on California’s 
November ballot if 450,000 signatures are 
obtained by May, said Dr. Mitsuo 
Tomita, a Kaiser Permanente physician 
and speaker at the program. 

The Attorney General of California has 
summarized the provisions of the act: 

¢ Terminally ill adults can give 
written directions to their physicians to 
end their life by ‘‘withholding life- 
sustaining procedures ... or by providing 
aid in dying through any medical 
procedure which terminates life ‘‘swiftly, 
painlessly and humanely.”’ 

¢ Physicians, health care professionals 
and facilities that assist patients to die in 
this manner are protected from civil or 
criminal liability. 

e Physicians can refuse to medically 
end a patient’s life if they oppose the

EL CAJON — Seven weeks ago part of St. Kieran 
; ’ Church looked like a pile of rubble. A Jan. 21 fire flung 
F roof rafters on the east side of the church to the floor. 
; Flames peeled off the surface of ducts from the furnace; 
ashes and soot covered pews, walls and carpeting. 

Today the building boasts a damage-free and upgraded 
interior, thanks to the work of 160 volunteers from the 
parish. 

Father James Rankin, pastor, and_ parishioners 
returned to the church for Mass March 5, after 
celebrating it in the parish hall since the fire occurred. 

““We got there a month ahead of schedule,” the pastor 
said, crediting the 40-day remodeling project to the large 
number of parishioners in the building trades who 
volunteered their ‘‘time, talent and treasure.’’ He cited 
the work of contractors Ed Gauss, Dwight Rainey, Rich 
Garrick and Don Baird who are ‘‘always around when 
any work needs to be done.’’ 

Pam Healy, a catechumen, coordinated the schedules 
of volunteers who worked evenings and Saturdays, said 
Jim Easterling, owner of Par Development and 
supervisor of the renovation. 

Faulty controls in the forced air furnace caused the fire 
which resulted in damages of $120,000 to the structure 
and contents of the church. Insurance covered renovation 
costs, Easterling added. 

Volunteers and several hired subcontractors replaced 
the roof rafters, dry wall and plywood sheeting. A.new 
forced air furnace was installed and three other furnaces 
in the church repaired, the supervisor said. 

Other improvements included adding a reconciliation 
room, cry room and music room, indirect lighting and 
etched glass windows bordering the church’s front doors. 
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building after a January fire damaged much of the 
interior.

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Fight, no honor to St. Patrick 


Our high-school-age son came home from school last 
week with a permission slip which would allow him to 
participate in an Irish fight night on St. Patrick’s Day, 
March 17. My intuition told me not to sign it, but after 
listening to his explanation about required protective gear 
and two-minute bouts, I reluctantly signed it. 

By the next morning, though, a phone call. from 
another disturbed parent confirmed my initial reluctance. 
This parent was disturbed about the violent nature of the 
event being planned, and I shared that concern with her. 

But I was equally angry that a Catholic school in the 
diocese had chosen to honor the founder of Christianity in 
Ireland by conducting a fist fight for its students. I 
rescinded my permission promptly and informed the 
school administrators of my outrage. 

As the granddaughter of Irish immigrants who came 
over ‘‘on the boat’’ at the turn of the century, I have a 
personal affinity for St. Patrick’s Day. It’s one of the ways 
in which I water my roots, that is, reflect on my own 
heritage and how it has shaped and formed me. 

Unfortunately, events such as bouts, whether with beer 
or with boxing gloves, perpetuate a very negative 
stereotype of Irish people as drunks and _ hot-headed 
fighters. 

A brief review of the life of St. Patrick reveals the 
greatest Irish legacy had nothing to do with fighting or 
drinking bouts. Saint Patrick was born in Britain around 
390. At the age of 16, Irish pirates kidnapped him and 
took him to Ireland where he spent the next six years of 
his life. 

Patrick turned to God during his captivity and 
eventually fled his captors and returned to his family in 
Britain. He decided to study for the ordained ministry 
and was later named Bishop of Ireland. He spent the rest 


of his life there, and it is to the credit of the Irish that 
Ireland is the only country in Europe whose conversion 
produced no martyrs. 

Learning and education flourished in Ireland, 
particularly in the Irish monasteries. Patrick always 
regretted that he lacked the benefits of higher education, 
and it would please him to know that Ireland today spends 
more than 10 percent of its national budget on education. 

Ireland has produced a great legacy of literary genius as 
well as religious tradition. Jonathon Swift, the great 
satirist and author of ‘‘Gulliver’s Travels’’; Edmund 
Burke, the great orator and political theorist; William 
Butler Yeats, the great poet — we can add to this legacy of 
literati the names of Oscar Wilde, George Bernard Shaw, 
James Joyce, Richard Sheridan, and Oliver Goldsmith. 

While the story of the Irish people features tragedy in a 
starring role, they have always been able to laugh at 
themselves and to bring laughter to the lives of others. An 
introduction to ‘‘The Portable Irish Reader’’ states: 
“Everywhere in prose there twinkles and peers the merry 
eye and laugh of a people who had little to laugh about in 
real life.’’ 

There’s nothing wrong with ‘‘the wearin’ of the green”’ 
or a bit of banter about leprechauns, shillelaghs and 
shamrocks on St. Patrick’s Day. But please, no fighting. 
Write a poem, enjoy a good laugh and pray for peace on 
Patrick’s isle.

Well, Feb. 29 has passed. Again it’s leap year. But why 
do we call it that, Mr. Webster? 

Both 1986 and 1987 had 52 weeks plus one day. And so 
in 1986 March 1 fell on a Saturday and in 1987 on a 
Sunday.

That was only 20 years, though. Small time to Sleeping 
Beauty, who made it an even 100. What is more, she took 
along to Slumberland the entire castle community, 
including birds and animals. Of course, this only 
happened once. 

Not so for Brigadoon. There the citizens vanish again 
and again. They appear for a day and disappear for a 
century, regular as clockwork. 

Pretty Grimm. All this can scare a child: Didn’t you 
ever go to bed afraid to sleep? Didn’t you ever think, 
‘“‘Maybe I will sleep for a hundred years’’? : 

Heaven knows, I tried. And I was chrono-logical, too.

_ Sleep and death and a sudden loss of time, all converge 
in Teresa of Avila, who fell asleep in the Lord on Oct. 4, 
1582. A calendar correction made the next day Oct. 15, 
now her feast day. A latter-day saint, she lives happily 
ever after. 

Which bores Dennis the Menace. At bedtime he asks 
his father for “‘somethin’ exciting, where everybody don’t 
end up livin’ happily ever after.’’ Sorry, Dennis, Psalm 
90 gets my vote. 

Father, keep vigil while we sleep. ‘‘For a thousand 
years in thy sight are but as yesterday when it is past, and 
as a watch in the night so teach us to number our days, 
that we may apply our hearts to wisdom.’’

Undocumented people may qualify for 
amnesty and temporary resident status if 


they entered the United States before Jan. _ 
_1, 1982, and have resided in the country 


continuously in an illegal status since that 
date.

conjunction with Catholic Community 
Services’ (CGS) Amnesty/Legalization 
Program, a ODE, will sponsor an 
Amnesty Day from 9 a.m. to 4:30 p.m.

Starting with worship ata 9a.m. Mass, 
and amidst a festive atmosphere of

CCS Legalization Project workers will 
provide fingerprinting, photos and 
assistance in completing applications. 
INS personnel will be on hand to review 
documentation needed for applications, 
to hand out application forms and to 
answer questions. 

Legalization application assistance and 
information are also available at the other 
CCS area offices throughout the diocese.

Gwen Plank, director of the San Diego 
diocesan Amnesty/Legalization Program 
under CCS, told INS and fellow church 
legalization officials at the March 7 


meeting, ‘‘We work best when we work _ 
closely and together with INS,” Plank _ 
said. 

One way the INS assists the diocesan 
effort is with a van that goes to the various _ 
area offices and other sites, such as to the 
fields. INS personnel, which staff the 
mobil unit, adjudicates applications and 
issues temporary resident cards to 
applicants. 

Plank announced that her office just 
sent a mailing to the 20,000 
undocumented aliens whom her staff pre- 
registered, reminding them of the 
deadline and encouraging them to come 
to a CCS area office to begin or complete 
the application process. : 

She is encouraging undocumented 
persons who might qualify to come into a 
CCS area office to ask questions 
regarding their eligibility. 
Confidentiality is assured, she added, 

“Some undocumented people may 
have received misinformation, and we 
would_hate to see them miss this 
opportunity because of misinformation, ’’ 
Plank told the Southern Cross. 

Catholic churches, organizations and 
individuals are being called upon to get 
the word out.

contribute to the retirement debt’’ facing Religious con- 
gregations nationwide. This shortfall is estimated to be 
$2.5 billion. 

Most Sisters ministering in California are paid a 
stipend, which was recently raised to $11,000 annually, 
according to the video. Because the stipend system does 
not differentiate, a teaching Sister is paid the same 
amount as a superintendent of schools. Church employers 
also provide Sisters with housing and transportation. 

The video explained that a committee headed by 
Bishop DuMaine had studied five models of 
compensation and decided to recommend a graduated- 
scale method to the bishops of California. Through this 
method, a Sister’s compensation would be determined by 
the responsibilities of a ministry and the education and 
experience required for that ministry. 

At their meeting last November, the bishops: voted 
against implementing the graduated-scale model. Instead 
they raised the stipend to its current $11,000 level and 
agreed to study further a proposal to ‘‘cash out?’ the 
housing and transportation allowance. . 

In California, LCWR studies show that 70 percent of 
religious congregations’ annual income comes from 
members’ earnings. The remaining 30 percent is from 
investments, gifts and other sources. This 30 percent 
supports retired Religious, according to the video. 

Income earned by working Sisters pays their living 
expenses and that of non-income earning nuns, such as 
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those working in missions abroad. These funds also pay 
other congregational expenses, including education and 
health insurance. 

Some 17 percent of Sisters living in California receive 
full salaries for their work. These funds account for 51 
percent of their congregation’s income, according to a 
survey completed by the LCWR in 1982. 

The video noted that the stipend method of 
compensation dates back to 1866 when the United States 
had an immigrant church, which could not afford to pay 
Sisters full salaries. The principle of the separation of 
church and state in this country also prohibited the 
government from paying the salaries of Religious, as 
often occurred in other nations. 

Although stipends have historically been low, 
averaging $1,800 annually in 1968, charity from the laity 
enabled congregations to meet their living expenses. 
However, free medical care and other necessities are no 
longer available to most communities, the video noted. 
Many congregations have had to dip into their savings or 
sell property to meet expenses. 

During a discussion following the presentation, Sister 
Nancy Kane, RSCJ, diocesan vicar for women religious, 
noted that some dioceses have already adopted new 
compensation models, citing Seattle and Indianapolis 
which placed Sisters on the diocesan lay scale. 

Having a lower salary than a comparable lay worker 
“‘makes you wonder if you’re hired because you’re cheap 
labor,’’ Sister Kane said. 
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Sister Irene Cullen, RSCJ, of the Institute for 
Christian Ministries, said adoption of a ‘‘graduated scale 
would allow congregations a make ministry decisions 
based on their own charisms.’ 


Sister Joan Kobe, DW, consultant for adult catechesis, 
told the Southern Cross, ‘‘Compensation affects choices of 
where we can offer service and where we cannot.’’ 
Without adequate funds congregations will not be able to 
subsidize Sisters’ work with the poor, she said. 


Sister Louise McDonald, CSJ, pastoral associate at 
Christ the King parish in San Diego, said, ‘‘It is 
imperative that the laity be educated as to the facts as well 
as ourselves. I believe in the generosity of the laity. But 
there has been a lack of communication and information’’ 
about the compensation issue. 


Sister Krista Ramirez, SM, a nurse at Mercy Hospital, 
said equal compensation is a justice issue. 


Sister Elizabeth VonTersch, OSB, director of 
catechetical ministry at St. Therese parish in Del Cerro, 
said she was glad the LCWR is sponsoring these forums. 
“I hope this information is passed on to the clergy,’’ she 
said.

practice on moral or ethical grounds. 

The act further declares that dying in 
this manner is not suicide. 

The California Catholic Conference 
disagrees, stating in its January issue of 
Commentary that the act would ‘‘promote 
suicide.’’ 

It also cites the Vatican’s 1980 
“Declaration on Euthanasia,’’ which 
stated: ‘‘No one can permit the killing 
of...an adult, an old person, or one 
suffering from an incurable disease, or a 
person who is dying. Furthermore, no 
one is permitted to ask for this act of 
killing, either for himself or herself or for 
another person entrusted to his or her 
care, nor can he or she consent to it. 

“For it is a question of the violation of 
the divine law, an offense against the 
dignity of the human person, a crime 
against life and an attack on humanity.’’ 

Last month Bishop Leo T. Maher 
issued a statement to local clergy on the 
Humane and Dignified Death Act, 
charging the Hemlock Society with 


“laundering of language to deceive 


people”’ into thinking they are supporting 
the alleviation of suffering instead of the 
legalization of euthanasia. 

The California Medical Association 
(CMA) opposes the act on the grounds 
that it ‘‘will: cut across long-established 
ethical norms of professional behavior,

promulgate profound misconceptions 
nature of suicide; and 
dangerously weaken standards of care for 
many segments of society, ultimately 
reaching beyond the terminally ill,’’ 


according to a paper approved by the ~ 


CMA Council in January. 

Dr. Arnold Gass, chief of ambulatory 
care at Veterans Administration Hospital 
and speaker at the biomedical ethics 
program, said the proposed initiative 
should not be put on the ballot but 
debated in the California legislature. 
However, no legislator wants to touch the 
controversial issue, he added. 

If the act gets on the ballot, it will 
probably pass, he said, citing a 1986 poll 
which revealed 64 percent of Californians 
favored this form of euthanasia. 

Although Gass called himself an 
atheist, he said the ‘religious 
underpinnings in this country require the 
state to preserve an attitude’’ which holds 
life in high esteem. 

He said that assisting patients to die 
would create a conflict of interest for the 
physician who is ‘‘supposed to be treating 
them with positive values.’’ 

‘Those who advocate euthanasia are 
more concerned about their own suffering 
than that of the patient,’’ he said, adding 
that most members of the Hemlock 


Society have witnessed painful, traumatic 
deaths. 
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The physician disputed the concept of 
terminal illness defined in the act as a 
condition which, in the opinion of two 
physicians, ‘‘produces death within six 
months.”’ 


“‘T have never told a patient how long 
he has to live; I don’t know that until the 
last few minutes of his life,’’ he said. 


Gass traced the 50-year history of 
unsuccessful attempts to legalize 
euthanasia in the United States. Derek 
Humphry, founder of the National 
Hemlock Society, uses appealing words 
such as ‘‘humane, dignified,  self- 
deliverance and aid-in-dying’’ to sell his 
concept to the public, Gass noted. 


Dr. Tomita, a member of the Hemlock 
Society, countered Gass’ position. 


Denying the ‘‘sanctify of life,’ he said 
that dying with the assistance of a 
physician is not suicide and should not 
create a conflict of interest for the doctor. 


Tomita said the social stigma attached 
to euthanasia militates against respecting 
the rights of a dying patient. 


He said the CMA does not speak for all 
physicians and noted public support for 
the Humane and Dignified Death Act. 


Dr. Thomas Ziegler, hemodialysis 
director at Veterans Administration 
Hospital, labeled the act ‘‘religiously 
offensive. We begin and end life on the

call of God, not on our own initiative,’’ 
he said. 

However, ‘‘we cannot ignore those 
seeking release from their suffering,’’ he 
added, proposing that decisions regarding 
euthanasia should be decided by the 
courts, not by health care professionals. 

“*The patient or family member should 
approach the court,’’? and physicians 
should provide 
testimony. If the court permits aid in 
dying, an officer of the court could 
function as the executioner, he said. 


Although he favored the autonomy of 
religiously affiliated hospitals to prohibit 
the practice of euthanasia, he said that 
tax-supported institutions must 
accommodate the religious and 
philosophical beliefs found in a pluralistic 
society. 

Ziegler cited numerous problems in the 
language of the proposed initiative, 
which, if passed, would lead to many 
revisions and lawsuits, he said.

NORTH PARK — “‘If more of us were to take to heart 
the legacy of prayer of St. Patrick, we could help, inourown 
little way, to bring peace to (Northern) Ireland, ”’ stated 
Vincent Whelan, who served as a homilist at the third 
annual Ecumenical Service of Prayer for Peace in Ireland.

Deep distrust acts as a barrier between the two 
denominations and ‘‘distrust does not lead to good will,’’ 
Maguire said. A native of Belfast, Maguire has witnessed 
much of the turmoil plaguing Northern Ireland. 

By practicing their faith, people living in Northern 
Ireland can rise above the barrier of distrust, he said. ‘‘Our 
faith must be a faith born in the exemplification of Patrick,”’ 
he added. 

Seven people dramatized an episode in the saint’s life, 
depicting St. Patrick at the Sea of Armagh. Among the 
actors were five parishioners from Christ the King Catholic 
Church in San Diego. 

Father Dennis Mikulanis, chairman of the diocesan 
Office for Ecumenical and Interreligious Affairs, gave the 
closing blessing at the service.

Jennie Lee (Bateman). 

Book smart and street tough, Jennie Lee 
is the mother hen who keeps her rowdy 
band of three girls and one boy in line. The 
girls are a handful. Blond Billy (Britta 
Phillips) is a flakey, talented singer who, to 
the disgust of her friends, is heavy into 
marijuanaandpills. 

Drummer Mooch (Trini Alvarado) 
dresses in black leather, even on the beach, 
and challenges local toughs to a fight and 
steals their van to get even. 

Sexy Daryle (Julia Roberts) likes boys 


and boys, inthat order. 

Headed for college on scholarship, 
Jennie Lee has an offer to audition the band 
for a great summer beach gig.

The head of the household since their 
parents died, her brother allows her to try 
out only if she promises not to forgo college 
in the fall. She agrees, and off the band 
goes, in the stolen van, for its summer 
adventure. 

The audition rocks the audience and 
the kids get their job. Unfortunately, 
those motley kids are fish out of water ina 
yuppie beach paradise. 

Jennie Lee falls in love with the burnt- 
out rock composer, Martin Falcon (Liam 
Nelson) who owns the club. Mooch lets 
down her guard, puts on a dress, and falls 
for level-headed Nickie, the only boy in 
the band. Billy stops doing drugs after she 
almost overdoses. And Daryle decides 
that her high school sweetheart is her 
main man after all. 

Although the girls are rough around the 


edges — they wear their cynicism like a 
badge and all need new haircuts and clothes 
that aren’t colorless, shrunken, and torn — 
their band sounds good and they end the 
summer older, wiser, and better prepared 
to facelife. 

‘‘Satisfaction”’ is lightweight fare that 
gets points for its focus on female rock 
musicians and for its direction by awoman, 
Joan Freeman, who updatesa tired subject 
into something resembling entertainment. 

Bateman’s smile is dazzling, but aside 
from a new haircut, she needs better 
material than this if she is to make a 
successful transition from television to 
movies. 

The film contains an implied sex scene, 
drug abuse by a principal character and 
profanity.

Movie depicts political freedom

The Unbearable Lightness of Being 
is directed by an American (Philip 
Kaufman), based on a 1984 novel of the 
same name by a Czechoslovakian (Milan 
Kundera), and photographed by a Swede 
(Sven Nykvist). With a multinational cast 
and crew, this international effort 
succeeds as an evocation of a time and 
place that saw the triumph of personal 
spirit over the crushing blows of political 
oppression. 


This is a brilliant, moving film that 
weaves together strong philosophical 
story lines that explore the nature of 
eroticism, the contrasting political and 
social climates at work immediately 
before, during and after the Russian 
invasion of Czechoslovakia in 1986, and 
the confines of love with marriagé and 
friendship. 


The central protagonist, a brilliant 
young Czechoslovakian brain surgeon, 
Tomas (Daniel Day-Lewis), is an 
accomplished womanizer. He has a long- 
running, strictly erotic friendship with a 
beautiful artist, Sabina (Lena Olin), who 
understands Tomas and shares with him 
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her Bohemian passion for sex with no 
strings attached. 


However, something atypical happens. 


Tomas meets and seduces a young 
waitress named Tereza (Juliette Binoche) 
and surprises everyone by accepting her 
offer to move into his apartment and 
marry him. 

The film follows the couple as they pull 
together, apart, and together again. 
Tereza struggles with Tomas’ continuing 
infidelity and with her own need to find a 
niche for herself in life. 

Through her own growing friendship 
with Sabina, Tereza is encouraged to 
develop her talent as a photographer. She. 
flourishes and. commits herself to 
recording events during the Russian 
invasion of Prague. 

Meanwhile, Sabina, uncommitted to 
the resistance and to anything beyond the 
moment, picks up and moves to Geneva. 
Tomas and Tereza soon follow. 

All establish comfortable lifestyles. But 
although Tomas secures a fine medical 
position, Tereza can’t find a market for 
her political photographs in Geneva. 
Feeling a burden to Tomas, she returns to 
Prague, now a bleak and prisonlike place. 
Tomas is devastated and follows her. 


““The Unbearable Lightness of Being”’ 
is mesmerizing in its detail of a social and 
political period that begins with . the 
heady, short-lived ‘‘Prague Spring’’ in 
1968, a time of unparalleled artistic 
creativity and political freedom, and ends 
with the arrival of Russian tanks and the 
stifling of the intelligentsia. 

The protagonists personally live out 
experiences that parallel the expansion 
and then repression of intimate freedoms. 
The lightness of being is personified to 
one extreme by Sabina, to whom sexual 
and artistic expression are one and the 
same, and to the other extreme by 
Tereza, who feels and honors the weight 
of commitment to her husband and her 
country. Tomas, although instilled with 


the lightness of being, is finally able to. 


bridge the gap and enjoy a happy life with 
his wife in the end. 

Although integral to the theme, the 
film has numerous scenes of graphic 
nudity and explicit sex.
